Local flood control and resource conservation officials today were elated 
with news from Rep Robert J Lagomarsino that a 10-year effort to pry loose 
federal monies for the improvement of Miguelito Channel has apparently suc­ 
ceeded 
A letter from Lagomarsino to Max W ilson dated Nov 6, noted that a congres­ 
sional committee has given its blessing to the improvement project and that 
the ‘‘soil conservation service director Davis' office called tcxlay to say the 
director IS signing the ‘go ahead’ letter on our Miguelito project ” 
Environmental impart statement requirements "will have to be comput'd 
with, hut it appears that we are finally on the 
road with this project." 
Lagomarsino said in his letter 
I,agomarsino has worked on unfreezing federal monies for the project in a 
carryover of projects he inherited from the late Rep Charles M Teague who 
died in office 


Max Wilson, president of Iximpoc Resource Conservation District and the 
prime mover behind the decade of effort, was attending a soil conservation 
convention in North Hollywood and could not tie reached for comment 
However he fired off a detailed letter to federal officials some weeks ago 
pointing out that federal monies have already been earmarked for the improve 
ment and ending with the declaration that 10 years was a long time to wait for 
congress to do what had been anticipated .shortly after the flo«id control facility 
had been built 
I.ompoc city engineer and director of public works Barrv (lustafson said to­ 
day that the news from Washington was "very exciting " The ntv will par 
ticipate in the new bridges that will have to be built over the enlarged channel 
F1(kk1 Control chief James Stubchaer when told about the news from 
Lagomarsino. uttered the exclamatory.

Volunteers begin 
LOMPOC RECORD 
Sahara pullout 


WITH MOROCCANS IN SPANISH 
SAHARA (UPI) — Thousands of Moroc­ 
can volunteer marchers, many express­ 
ing surprise and disappointment, 
began withdrawing today from Spanish 
Sahara on orders of King Hassan II 
The king, threatened by war from 
Spain and Algeria, called oH the "peace 
march" to claim the Spanish territory in 
a dramatic television and radio address 
Sunday night 
This morning he flew from the march 
command post in Agadir to his winter 
palace in Marrakesh, officially ending 
the bizarre "invasion" by an estimated 
200,000 civilians 
His marchers stopped six miles inside 
the Sahara territory facing Spanish 
troops and minefields 
Still another contingent of 150,000 
marchers were caught by surprise by the 
announcement Sunday as they were cros­ 
sing the border to reinforce the first 
group. 
The volunteers, obeying orders to pull 
out. packed up their dishes and tents at 
dawn and began heading in trucks back 
to Morocco at 8;30 a m., the Spanish 


news agency Europa Press said. 
"We have a profound conviction that 
our march has fulfilled its mission and 
attained its objective." the king told his 
people Sunday. "That is why. dear peo­ 
ple. we must return to our point of depar­ 
ture in order to treat the problems with 
other methods and new procedures." 
The volunteers, who began crossing 
the Spanish Sahara frontier last Thurs­ 
day. heard the king's speech over loud­ 
speakers mounted on top of vehicles in 
the sprawling camp 
While the king’s speeches usually raise 
cheers, most of the volunteers near the 
loudspeakers remained silent. No shouts 
of protest were heard but thousands of 
faces turned sullen. 
A Moroccan journalist sitting in a tent 
said. "Although Hassan may have had to 
back down to secure the Sahara through 
diplomatic means. I ’m afraid we look 
like idiots to the rest of the world” 
A mechanic from Ksar es Souk, the 
first Moroccan city to send volunteers on 
the march, said, “ This is like 1967” 
He referred to the Israeli rout of the 
Arabs in the 1967 Middle East war. 
Parents denied right 
to let daughter die 


MORRISTOWN. N.J. (UPI) - A New 
Jersey judge today denied the request of 
the parents of Karen Ann Quinlan to dis­ 
connect the respirator which has kept 
their comatose daughter alive for more 
than six months. 
In a carefully worded. 50-page decision 
with wide implications for the treatment 
of the terminally ill, Superior Court 
Judge Robert Muir Jr., said. "It is 
ordered that the requested authorization 
to terminate the respirator supporting 
Karen Quinlan’s cardiorespiratory func­ 
tions be denied with prejudice and 
without costs to any party” 
Had he granted the parents’ request, it 
would have been the first time in history 
that a United States court had author­ 
ized the death of a person not convicted 
of a crime. 
Contrary to the parents’ argument that 
they were legally and morally authorized 
to disconnect the machine, Muir said, " I 
have ruled it is a medical decision 
whether or not Karen should be removed 
from the respirator. Just as that decision 
is a medical one, the continued care and 
treatment of Karen is a medical one.” 


The judge ordered Daniel Coburn. 
Miss Quinlan’s cort-appointed guardian, 
to continue in that capacity 
Muir sympathized with the torment of 
the 21-year-old Miss Quinlan’s parents, 
who visit their daughter daily at St. 
Clare’s Hospital in Denville, N.J., where 
she lies in a grotesque fetal position 
weighing only 60 pounds. 
But. the judge said, “ That anguish 
would be continued and magnified by the 
inner conflicts Mr. Quinlan would have if 
he were required to concur in the day-by- 
day decisions on the future care and 
treatment of his daughter. I therefore 
find it more appropriate and in Karen’s 
interests if another is appointed.” 
During the five-day trial, Paul W. 
Armstrong, the lawyer for the (Quinlans, 
said Karen existed in a “ vegetative state 
with no hope for recovery.” 
Muir said, however. “ None of the doc­ 
tors testified there was no hope. The 
hope for recovery is remote, but no doc­ 
tor talks in the absolute. There is a duty 
to continue the life assisting apparatus 
if. within the treating physician’s opi­ 
nion, it should be done.”

It also established a 
Federal Election Commission to police 
the law’s provisions. 


Prof. Ralph K. Winter Jr. of the Yale 
University Law School, representing a 
group of challengers, told the court today 
that an incumbent congressman now 
may accept $40,000 to prepare material 
for mail entirely outside restric­ 
tions of the 1974 act, while a challenger 
would be subject to its newly enacted 
limits. 


"This smacks very much of repression 
of political opponents," Winter said. "It 
involves millions and millions of 
dollars”

Kissinger acknowledges 
'disputes' with Schlesinger

Weather forecasts for ranchers

People are forever asking Wilbur T 
Shigehara the same question: how ac­ 
curate are his predictions’’ 
"But who,” he appealed this week, "is 
perfect’’” 
Shigehara is the new and first 
agricultural weather forecaster at the 
National Weather Service office in the 
Santa Maria Public Airport, so the ques­ 
tion is understandable 
"If you predict frost, that is nothing,” 
he maintains, "but how accurate to the 
degree were you’’” 
Frost is a serious threat to crops and 
until this week growers in San Luis 
Obispo County and northern Santa Bar­ 
bara County operated without the 
fo re casts 
of 
an 
a g ric u ltu ra l 
meteorologist Now they have Shigehara 
and he will be on the job from November 
to May each year, making forecasts on 
all weather conditions that affect crops 
while emphasizing frost predictions. 
Shigehara. 34, is a 1%6 graduate of San 
Jose State He worked the past three 
years in the Modesto area as an 
agricultural weather forecaster 
His forecasts will encompass mostly 
San Luis Obispo County during winter 
because that is where crops such as 
avocados and citrus are located They 
are sensitive to frost during that time In 
spring, his forecasts will take in 
northern Santa Barbara County because 
spring-frost sensitive crops such as al­ 
monds and grapes are mostly found 
there 
His forecasts, he stressed, will not be 
"shotgun forecasts” They will pertain 
only to the specific location of 
temperature stations he has set up in 
cooperation with area growers 
Right now there are temperature sta­ 
tions in Edna, upper Arroyo Grande, 
Bonita School and in other places Come 
spring, stations will be located in 
Templeton. Los Alamos. Santa Rita and 


— if one is needed — in Lompoc 
"I am not going to put in a station if 
there is no need for one." he commented 
A temperature station is a small 
wooden box with a minimum ther­ 
mometer and a thermo-graph inside The 
information from the two instruments 
are used to verify his predictions and 
serve as the basis of an annual report 


The forecasts of Shigehara are now 
available on radio stations KSMA, 
KVEC, K P R L and. in L A . KFT 
Starting Jan 17. they can be heard on the 
radio weather band 24 hours a day. 
repeated every four minutes along with 
public and marine forecasts 


Radio .stations in the Iximpoc area 
should carry his forecasts when they are 
made for this area 


Shigehara explains that predicting 
frost just is not enough A grower needs 
to know the exact degree the 
temperature will sink The reason, for 
example, is almond blossoms can take 
frost up to 27 degrees, anything lower 
will cause crop damage 


If a grower knows the frost will be un­ 
der 27 degrees, he can take corrective 
action, which usually is either turning on 
water sprinklers, burning stack heaters 
or starting up wind machines Any one 
will increast' temperatures 


Simply put, his predictions are based 
on knowing the temperature trend vana 
tions b(‘tween lo<'ations. gnilogv of the 
areas and present weather conditions 
“ It takes about three years to be a 
good forecaster in an area." he said

Kissinger's remarks followed f’resi- 
dent Ford's first public statement Sun­ 
day that he dismissed Schlesinger 
txH’ause of a "growing tension" between 
the two Cabinet offKYrs that was causing 
“ an overall problem” in national 
si'curity matters 
Ford previously said he made the 
Cabinet changes, also replacing CIA 
director William Colby and removing 
Kissinger from his job as national 
secuntv adviser, because he wanted 
"my own team ” 
Kissmger told reporters today. "There 
are differences between Schlesinger and 
myself as could be expected between two 
individuals of strong minds ’’ 
Hut he added "I consider Secretary 
Schlesinger a man of outstanding ability 
and om> of the best analysts of defen.se 
matters I have known for over a 
(h'Y'ade " 
He also praised White House Chief of 
Staff iFomdd Rumsfeld. Ford’s nominee 
to succei*d Schlesinger, saying "I think 
he IS a man who is very well attuned to 
the political prtK ess. in issues of national 
security, and will do a good job I intend 
to c<M)perate closely " 
Kissinger said, in addition to losing his 
job as national strurity affairs adviser, 
he was giving up the chairmanship of a 
numb«‘r of committees of the National 
,S«H’unty Council which he had previously 
held 


In his television interview Sunday. 
Ford also said his campaign organization 
“ could be better.” and indirectly 
challenge<l Ronald Reagan to meet him 
in all 30 C.OP presidential primaries next 
year 


Ford provided no details on the 
Si'hlesinger-Kissinger rivalry, but said 
he removed the defense secretary "to 
permit me as President to do a better 
job ”

Split impact under study

The spectre of Santa Barbara County’s 
northern areas seceding from the county 
IS stalking about County Administration 
Building corridors more and more these 
days as a so-called feasibility report 
dealing with impacts of such a split is 
said to be near completion 
Meanwhile. County .Auditor-Controller 
Paul E Floyd said he has decided that 
such a split "could be harmful to the 
South Coast and have potential benefits 
for the north county” 
One big tax aspect would lie in fruition 
of plans to set up a $600-million liquid 
natural gas (LNG) facility in the Pt 
Conception area which would no doubt 
lie within any new north county area 
Floyd stressed this could mean the set­ 
ting up of a "solid tax base" through 
such a facility and related complexes 
There is little doubt that major 
petroleum companies and utilities would 


add to such a bast* if established in a 
county that welcomed them rather than 
rebuffing them 
Then, t(K), according to Floyd a new 
north county could save money by 
"tailoring Its own structure to fit its par­ 
ticular needs " By this he meant salary 
structures and fixed costs, among 
others 


Meanwhile, the South Coast would find 
Itself in difficulty scaling down the 
multi-million dollar County Administra 
tion Building, Courthouse Courthouse 
Annex, and major welfare, health, jail 
and other complexes geared as county- 
wide centers 


There would be dislocations in righting 
the tax base, not to speak of severance of 
permanent county employes, who now 
number 2.951 at last count 
Some have felt that Supervisor 
Fletcher, who sold his furniture business 


when he was elected a c*ounty supervisor 
from the Fifth District a year ago. began 
his crusade to split the county as 
something of a joke 
But Floyd as well as others, feels 
Fletcher has been serious from the start, 
and may have something surprising 
there when everything is added up 
• I feel his reasoning is sound that he 
doesn t want to go ahead with this until a 
feasibility study is completed." declared 
Floyd 


Floyd said he has talked to Fletcher 
and helped him a bit in my oft lime " 
But he added that he feels the north 
c-ounty supervisor is "pretty much doing 
It himself “ referring to the feasibility 
study 


Whenever a Board of Supervisors

Auto dealers 
doors close 
across U.S. 


DETROIT <UPI> - The 
twin effects of the energy 
crisis and the recession 
have taken their toll of the 
n a tio n 's a u to m o b ile 
dealers. Nearly 900 across 
the nation have closed 
their doors in the past two 
years 
The trade publication 
Automotive News said the 
mortality rate in the just- 
concluded 1975-model year 
was 600 dealers, twice as 
severe as the 293 dealers 
that went out of business in 
1974 It was the steepest sl­ 
ide in four years 


On Oct 1. the day that of­ 
ficially ushered in the 1976- 
model year that industry 
executives feel will pull the 
industry out of its two-year 
slump, there were 24,511 
dealerships handling 
automobiles from the four 
U.S. makers 


The figure compared 
with 25.111 a year earlier 
when the disastrous 1975- 
model year opened 


In 1973. when all was 
rosy, the model-year dip 
amounted to only 68 loca­ 
tions and the falloff was 164 
in 1972. However, the open­ 
ing years of the decade 
were even grimmer than 
1975. with the loss of 700 
dealerships in the 1971- 
model year and 793 in 1970 


Chrysler Corp , hardest 
hit of the automakers with 
more than $313 million in 
losses since the summer of 
1974. also lost the most out­ 
lets in the past year — 336 


There were dips of 126 
for General Motors. 64 for 
American Motors and 69 
for Ford Motor Co. 


The numbers add up to 
more than 600 because 
some dealerships that 
closed handled the cars of 
more than one manufac­ 
turer. 


The number of dealers 
selling new cars has 
declined steadily since 1949 
after peaking at 49.173 in 
1948 
But so has the 
number of manufacturers, 
such as Hudson. Packard. 
Studebaker and a host of 
smaller companies that 
were in business after 
World War II.

A House Ways and Means 
subcommittee on health plan­ 
ned hearings today on national 
health insurance proposals The 
chairman, Dan Rostenkowski 
of Illinois, said in a recent let- 
te r to a c olle ag u e the 
Democrats should get together 
on health insurance policy that 
“ could form the basis of the 
position of the Democratic Par­ 
ty " 
The government study 
focused on one aspect of 
national health insurance 
catastrophic coverage 
The 
study was prepared by the con­ 


sulting firm Arthur D Little. 
Inc 
under contract with the 
Department of Health. Educa­ 
tion and Welfare 
The report said 1975 costs for 
one catastrophic illness propos­ 
al would be 11 94 billion for the 
184 million persons under age 
65 
The study said, “ lives could 
be saved at little cost, since a 


relatively small percentage of 
people require the highest 
medical expenditures - 110 000 
or more in one year ” 
The report estimated eight 
million persons, or little more 
than 4 per cent of the population 
under 65, is liketv to have a 
catastrophic illness Of these, 
72 000 would have expenses of 
more than 110.000 a year. 


435,000 over $5 000, 1 2 million 
over L3 000 and $6 4 million over 
$1 000 
The government report — 
hased on a study of federal 
employes under 65 — said 
catastrophic illness insurance 
coverage, with the possible ex­ 
ception of psychiatric benefits, 
could be low-cost and essential­ 
ly not inflationary

Section 4-6 Processing of Applica­

Upon the filing of an application 
for a finding, the city clerk shall 
provide copies thereof and transmit 
the same to the city administrator, 
the city attorney, the police chief, 
the director of finance, and the 
director of community develop­ 
ment. Each of said officers shall 
file a report with the city clerk 
regarding said application and may 
in addition thereto request that the 
city clerk obtain further informa­

minutes and direct the city clerk to 
issue an ambulance operator’s 
license to the applicant for the 
operation of an ambulance service 
in the city by the applicant, con­ 
ditional upon compliance by the ap­ 
plicant with all other providions of 
this chapter.

The DA's program 


District Attorney Stanley M. 
Roden has unveiled a pilot 
project this week designed to 
a s s i s t 
an 
overbur de ne d 
criminal justice process. 
The program will result in 
the appointment of a hearing 
officer in the place of a judge 
to rule on disputes mainly con- 
c e r n e d 
w i t h 
“ h u m a n 
problems.” 
In our opinion, the program 
has merit as long as con­ 
s t i t u t i o n a l 
r i g h t s 
a r e 
preserved. 


Roden s t a t e s that the 
criminal justice process is 
overburdened with many kinds 
of human problems that do not 
lend themselves to a finding of 
“guilt” with small fines and 
m eaningless 
probationary 
terms and conditions. This, we 
know, is true. 


What the district attorney is 
referring to are mainly mat­ 
ters such as neighborhood and 
family disputes, zoning mat­ 
ters and public health and 


nuisance complaints. 
A deputy attorney will be ap­ 
pointed for a 90-day period as 
th e 
h e a r i n g 
o f f i c e r . 
T h e r e a f t e r , if the pilot 
program is deemed succes­ 
sful, it is hoped by Roden to in­ 
volve community volunteers 
to act as hearing officers. 
The involvement of the com­ 
munity in the criminal justice 
system is long overdue. It is 
hoped, therefore, that the 
program does find som e 
measure of success.

Unhealthy hospitals 


WASHINiiTON — A shockingly high 
percentage of hospitals, according to 
spot checks, don’t meet the minimum 
federal standards 
The deficiencies range from in­ 
adequate fire protection and lax drug 
controls to unsanitary conditions and un- 
derstaffing 
Sloppy medical practices 
have also been dis­ 
covered. such as the 
New York hospital 
which failed to take 
the proper precautions 
before tra n sfu sin g 
blood 
T h e s e 
a r e 
th e 
findings of the Health.

Welfare 
Department 
{HEW’), which is sup­ 
p o se d 
to 
p o lic e 
h o s p ita ls fo r th e 
medicare program. 
Spot investigations were conducted of 
163 hospitals. An alarming 107 failed to 


measure up to the minimum standards 
In order to receive medicare money, 
hospitals must be accredited by the Joint 
C om m ission on 
A cc re d ita tio n of 
Hospitals (JCAH). This is composed of 
representatives from the nation’s most 
prestigious professional medical groups. 
Yet incredibly, the JCAH accredited 
all of the hospitals that HEW later dis­ 
qualified This has raised grave ques­ 
tions about the JCAH’s own standards 
Most of the failing hospitals were dis­ 
qualified because of safety deficiencies 
The violations ranged from a shortage of 
exit signs to unacceptable fire protection 
equipment 
An HEW document, intended for of­ 
ficial eyes only, charges that the JCAH 
accreditors missed the fire hazards 
because they “are not professionally 
qualified in the area of life safety” 
Although JCAH conducted a thorough 
examination of each hospital’s medical 
staff, the document adds, the accreditors 
overlooked “deficiencies in the areas of

Two recent articles appearing in the 
Lompoc Record regarding the Santa 
Barbara County F’ark Commission con­ 
tain statements that have caused us 
some concern. 
1 
An article by Harry Crompe on 
September 2.1975, discussing the care of 
parks in the Lompoc area includes the 
following statement; “ We can’t blame 
our representative on the County Park 
Commission. Ray Jacobs, he gives it all 
he’s got but the commission is greatly 
padded with the South Coast reps and 
Jacobs is simply outvoted” 
2 An article titled “Think about it” by 
Bob Lilley a few days later discussing 
generally the same subjects, included 
the following statement: 
“ Lompoc’s 
lone representative on the commission is 
consistently out-voted by a south coast 
dominated group—and the Park Director 
is apparently pleased as punch about the 
whole thing'“ 
Both of these statements are so far 
from the truth it causes one to wonder 
whether these two gentlemen had some 
unstated purpose in mind when they 
made them We don’t recall ever seeing 
either of these gentlemen at a commis­ 
sion meeting, held north or south, in the 
last three years Nor do we think that 
anyone familiar with how our commis­ 
sion conducts its meetings would make 
such statem ents 
The fact of the m atter is that our com­ 
missioners enjoy the greatest mutual 
respect for each other personally Each 
looks upon the other as a true advocate 
for the views of the m ajority of park 
users in their supervisorial district The 
Park Department budget is reviewed by 
the commission, in detail, both in term s 
of funds allocated for operations and 
maintenance of existing parks, as well as 
new improvements in existing parks The 


commission has. in fact, established the 
following com m ittees to advise the Park 
Director in several areas. 
Personnel — Robert Mangus, Ray 
Jacobs 
Environm ental — Joy Parkinson. 
Carter Hay 
Finance — Robert Ferrerò, Joe Gray 
F’lanning — Joy Parkinson, C arter Ray 
There has never been a m ajor dis­ 
agreem ent between commissioners, or 
between the commission and the Park 
Director, on any of these subjects. The 
Santa Barbara County Park Commission 
invites constructive criticism of its 
operations, as does the Park Director. 
We have in fact, gone to great lengths to 
structure channels of communication for 
community feedback, by various means, 
including the establishment of: 
1. Citizen review committees for each 
park in the system 
2 F’rocedures for review of plans for 
new development. 
3 Procedures for the maintenance of 
existing park areas. 
However, statem ents such as those 
made in the articles mentioned are 
divisive, and detract from the har­ 
monious relationship established among 
the commissioners, one based on the 
faith and trust won between individuals 
truly interested in serving all the resi­ 
dents of the County.

nurse staffing, dispensation of drugs, 
preparation of patient diets and the 
review of the social needs of patients” 


The federal investigators found, for ex­ 
ample. that some doctors would simply 
phone in drug dosages without examining 
their patients. Some drug storage areas 
weren’t properly policed 


I.aundry was found in one hospital 
kitchen in another hospital, the inspec­ 
tors discovered that the suction device 
on respirators hadn’t even been cleaned 


Understaffing was a problem in many 
h o sp ita ls, w ith u n q u alified aid es 
sometimes doing work that doctors or 
nurses should perform. Tight budgets 
also caused skimping on food, resulting 
in poor dietary conditions. 


The HEW survey covered only 2.2 per 
cent of the total number of accredited 
hospitals 
But the h ospitals w ere 
selected at random for investigation and 
appear to be typical. “The validation 
survey.’’ concludes HEQ, “ would appear 
to indicate substantial inadequacies with 
respect to JCAH perform ance” 


Spokesmen for JCAH claimed that 
HF^W 
regulations establish different 
standards than those used for accredita­ 
tion The JCAH complained, therefore, 
that the HEW survey is “ meaningless 
and distorted” and may cause “ unneces­ 
sary apprehension and confusion for the 
public and hospitals” 


The spokesmen also charged that 
many HEW regulations are no more than 
petty, unnecessary rules imposed upon 
hospitals by a giant bureaucracy. For the 
hospitals to conform to the HEW stan­ 
dards, JCAH said, would cost about $101 
million for 84 of the hospitals cited. 


These costs, which average about $1.2 
million per institution, ’vould have to be 
added to medical bills, the spokesmen 
alleged 


JCAH has taken steps, meanwhile, to 
stop the disclosure of hospital survey in­ 
formation to the government. If this in­ 
form ation becom es known to the 
patients. JCAH argued, hospitals might 
no longer be willing to cooperate with the 
surveys. 
For our part, we believe the patients 
above all others have the right to know 
whether hospitals meet federal stan­ 
dards 
F o o tn o te: 
H ouse In v e stig a tio n s 
chairman John Moss, D-Calif.. is pres­ 
suring HEW to provide him with the 
JCAH survevs. 
SE C R E T IN T E L L IG E N C E : The 
Central Intelligence Agency reports 
from Moscow that the Krem lin i^ 
preparing secret moves against China 
and Yugoslavia. 
T hese a re the 
two co m m u n ist 
countries that have dared to defy the 
Soviet Union They are led by two of 
Communism’s elder statesmen — Mao 
Tse-tung. who will be 82 next month, and 
Marshal Tito, who is 83. 
The Kremlin, therefore, is trying to 
stir up a political coup against both 
China and Yugoslavia when the two old 
titans pass away 
In China. Mao’s two top lieutenants 
aren’t much younger than he is Prem ier 
CTiou En-lai is 77 and hospitalized; Vice 
Prem ier Teng Hsiao-ping is 71 
According to the CIA, the Kremlin is 
plotting with younger leaders of the 
Chinese army who favor a reconciliation 
with Russia The Kremlin hopes to in­ 
stall these pro-Soviet leaders in power 
when Mao dies 
In Y u g o slav ia, the situ a tio n is 
somewhat similar, except that the pro- 
Soviet leaders are old diehard Com- 
munits 
The Soviets reportedly have 
made secret contacts, however, with 
some of the younger leaders. 
The CIA has warned that the Kremlin 
will attem pt to bring both China and 
Yugoslavia back into the Soviet bloc 
when Mao and Tito leave the scene. If 
the Kremlin is successful, this would up­ 
set the world power balance and tend to 
isolate the United States 


Concerning Mr Ford’s speech and the 
reaction to it, a few observations: 
1 Although it is true, as it has been 
observed, that even paranoids have real 
enemies, 
the 
paranoid 
reaction 
by 
prominent New York City spokesmen to 
Mr. Ford’s refusal, as he put it, to bail 
out New York City, is surrealistic. The 
New York Daily News 
headline 
the next 
morning was: “ FORD 
TO 
CITY: 
DROP 
DEAD.” 
The New 
York Times, as ever 
preferring orotundity 
to 
the 
vernacular, 
wailed the identical 
wail in its editorial 
columns at exorbitant 
length 
And 
Jam es 
Reston, looking down 
upon us from his perch 
in 
the 
Milky Way, 
talked about the end of the American 
empire, 
done in 
by 
regional 
fac­ 
tionalism. 
Mr. Ford is not, in my judgment, pick­ 
ing on New York. If I contract chicken 
pox, the doctor who quarantines me is 
not picking on me. Much of social history 
is written around dram as focusing on a 
single entity. The labor unions vs. the 
Pullman Company. Roosevelt vs. the 
banks Harry Truman vs. the steel com­ 
panies. Dwight Eisenhower vs. Little 
Rock, Arkansas. It is only in this sense 
that you can speak about “ Ford vs. New 
York City.” It is of course Ford’s conten­ 
tion that the case is more properly 
labeled: The United States vs. New York 
City. Because, he says quite correctly, 
the 
precedent 
New 
York 
City 
is 
demanding for itself is another draught 
of self-delusion which, taken in great 
doses, would drown the country, inciden­ 
tally putting an end to Mr. Reston’s em ­ 
pire. 
2 Although the indignation against Mr. 
Ford has been excessive, there has not 
been anything like the clarifying indigna­ 
tion against the principal players who 
got us 
into this mess. 
New York 
Magazine features this week a brilliantly 
researched expose of the 20 fateful steps 
that led New York into its current plight. 
It has been fiscal chicanery on a truly 
grand scale. It reminds one of the mor­ 
dant cliche that if you kill one man you 
are a m urderer, but if you kill five 
million, you are a national m ilitary hero. 
Little old Whatshisname Segretti is sent 
off to jail by Honest John for dirty tricks 
in the New Hampshire primary involving 
a couple of phony letters to the editor. 
The dirty tricks played on innocent 
purchasers of New York City municipal 
bonds by a corporation of political 


racketeers of whom it must in honesty be 
conceded that Nelson Rockefeller served 
as chairman of the board, are free, out in 
the open spaces, some of them in high 
political office, and all of them moraliz­ 
ing against Ford’s alliance with reality. 
John Lindsay, who did more than any 
man to undermine Uie value of New 
York’s bonds, writes for Newsweek 
Magazine that after all, when he left of­ 
fice, City bonds were getting a higher 
rating from Standard and Poor’s than 
when he took office. 'This is on the nature 
of looking up from the wreckage of a 
hurricane and pointing triumphantly to 
the weather report that promised clear 
and sunny weather. 
'The point is not that Lindsay left the 
city with high-rated bonds, but that the 
people who gave out the ratings were 
either 
bamboozled, 
or 
fellow- 
conspirators. “ The thing that makes me 
mad.” said Senator Packwood at the 
Senate committee meeting on Thursday, 
“ is that those guys sat here and lied to us 
— Carey and Goldin and Beame.” The 
Senator’s incumbent outrage is over the 
testimony of these New Yorkers that

there is literally no other way to save 
New York than by federal intervention; 
when now it transpires that the huge pen­ 
sion funds of city employes are in fact 
adequate to accomplish the refinancing, 
if some of the people who helped lead 
New York astray will now help guide it 
back to health. 
But the big lies, as New York’s expose 
reveals, were told over a period of a 
decade or more during which funds were 
redeployed in the ledgers by the juggling 
of terminology so as to permit a scale of 
living compatible with the resources of 
the city 
3. It needs only to be added that it is 
not in the least disreputable if Mr. Ford 
decides to make the case of New York 
City a national battleground. Certainly 
he has picked on someone his own size — 
something very different from, say, Ken­ 
nedy vs. the steel companies. Picking on 
the New York Times and the New York 
Daily News and CBS, NBC, ABC, AP, 
UPI, David Rockefeller, Albert Shanker, 
and Harriet Van Home, takes a lot of 
kidney. And the issue is a real one. 'The 
real world vs. the politicians’ world. 


Panic in the pantry 


The wife wondered aloud the other 
night following another scare bulletin on 
television concerning another cancer 
causing substance in a food product 
whether or not we will all soon be facing 
starvation. 
“What do you m ean’’” we asked. 
“ Well, it appears that very soon there 
will be nothing that we 
can digest w ithout 
fe a r of co n ta c tin g 
cancer,” she declared. 
“ We’re inclined to 
agree.” 
Hardly a day passes 
that the Food and 
Drug 
Administration 
doesn’t d eclare, or 
recall another batch of 
dangerous foodstuffs. 
It is getting so that 
eating is definitely not 
an enjoyable event 
anym ore but a downright anxiety- 
provoking activity. And doesn’t anxiety 
have something to do with heart attacks? 
There is a recently published book en­ 
titled “ Panic in the Pantry” co-authored 
by Elizabeth M. Whelan and Frederick J. 
Stare, M.D., chairman of the department

"Now. let me see if I have this straight. You’re 
the liberal and you’re the conservative, or was it 


of nutrition at Harvard School of Public 
Health that has been causing as much 
controversy as some of the food-scare 
stories it attem pts to refute. Certainly, it 
is going against the popular trend today 
to maintain that the foods Americans eat 
are, on the whole, safe, wholesome and 
nutritious and that any dangers posed by 
much criticized “artificial” additives 
are remote. 


All foods, the authors point out, are 
composed of chemicals and it would be 
just as easy to whip up a scare over the 
“natural” hydrogen cyanide in lima 
beans as over cyclamates, if laboratory 
rats were fed the same massive doses 
that led the FDA to ban the artificial 
sweetener. 


The Food and Drug Act has an amend­ 
ment that states that no food additives 
shall be permitted in the food supply if it 
is shown to induce cancer in man or 
animal — regardless of the size of the 
dose or the length of time it was fed. 


But too much of anything, even common 
table salt, can cause harm if ingested in 
amounts exceeding that in the normal 
diet. 


“ What concerns us most about the 
current panic over food additives,” say 
the authors, “ is that the facts about 
nutrition and health which have been 
hundreds of years to accumulate are be­ 
ing overlooked in favor of isolated, scien­ 
tifically irresponsible — but well- 
publicized — claim s about alleged 
‘poisons’ in our food.” 


Among the consequences of the panic, 
they say, are the “natural food craze” on 
which the public is spending about $1 
billion a year, and the distraction of 
A m ericans from such real health 
threats, too much saturated fat, smok­ 
ing, lack of exercise and just plain 
overeating.
